Trade in Britain. 


Great Britain has 112 automobile 
manufacturers in the country. Only 
fifteen of the factories have a produc- 
tion exceeding 1.000 cars a year each. 
There were approximately 64,000 pas- 
senger “ars produced last year. Do- 
mestic manufacturers supplied 60 per 
cent of the requirements of the Brit- 
ish market, and foreign makers, nota- 
bly American, furnished the remain- 
der, There were estimated to be 393,- 
280 private passenger cars in commis- 
si or ome car to every 110 inhabi- 
tants.

Such episodes splash his drab life with scarlet; | 
they make any day a holiday. They thrill him as a surgeon is 
thrilled when he encounters a patient with gallstones, appendicitis, 
and a fractured skull. They are rare and they are lovely. If apd 
came every day he would go crazy with joy. 

Yet the superstition survives, not only in the cow states, but even 
in the great centers of culture, that publishers are inhospitable to 
newcomers inthe literary shambles—that it is impossible to get a 
hearing without influence! What could. be more idiotic? There is 
not a reputable publisher in America, whether of books or of maga- 
zines, who does not maintain a complex and costlv machine for detect- 
ing. talent through eight thicknesses of oak planking. He spends 
more upon it than he spends. upon any other appliance in his. works. 
He devotes half of his personal time to tinkering with it and watching 
it operate; he lies awake all night, groaning and tossing, whenever 
the suspicion rides him that it is not working smoothly and tffec- 
tively. For some day, he hopes and hopes, it will seize for him the | 
pearl of great price. Some day it will throw a “David Harum ” into

the presence of poison in a bit of

The antenna, or feeler. of the cock- 
roach, which arches from each side of 
its head, is one of the most remarka- 
ble instruments in the worild.. 

Its possessor comes out into the 
kitchen after the light is off to feed 
on whatever scraps have been left 
about. A bit of dough is to it a fa- 
vorite morsel. 

Stir a little poison into some dough, 
however, and the cockroach will ap- 
proach it, will reach out critically with 
its antenna to examine it. Then it 
will pass on without so m@gch as a 
taste. Man, with all his cleverness, 
is not smart enough to poison a cock- 
roach, 

This feeler sits on the head of the 
cockroach in an excellent ball and 
socket joint. It has a hundred hinges 
in it that will bend in any direction 
and can reach to a distaht as great 
in proportion to the insect’s size as 
ten feet.is to a man. 

Under the microscope the antenna 
is seen to have dots on it, particularly 
toward the end, which are sensitive 
spots. Some of these sensitive spots 
serve the purpose of the nose, do the 
insects’s smelling. Certain of them are 
its fingers, used in feeling. This deii- 
cate whisker is most seysitive to any 
vibration and it is through vibration 
that animals hear. It is the insect’s 
ear.

The apartment centers about an en- 
trance or small reception hall. Doors 
lead from here to the living room and 
kitchen, and open on to a hallway lead. 
ing to the bedrooms and bath in the 
rear. A closet for wraps is provided 
in this hall. The living room is truly 
large, being twenty feet long by thir- 
teen feet wide. The plans call for a 
fireplace and built-in bookcases on the 
outside wall. A cased opening connects 
this room to the light and -cheerful 
sun porch. Standing out as it does 
from the rest of the house, this room 
commands an uninterrupted view of 


* and down the street. 


Somewhat different from the usual 
apartment house arrangement ig the 
placing of the dining room at the 
front of the house. This location will 
be found to be ideal, and, indeed it is 
one of the several features which take 
this building out of the commonplace 

Double French doors connect the 


‘dining room with the living room, 


while a single door of similar design 
opens on to the sun porch. Triple 
windows on the side, a single casement 
on the front, and the flood of light 
from the sun porch give this room the 
bright, cheerful atmosphere so desired 
in every dining room. Ample space is 
provided for the china cabinet, buffet, 
and serving table between the doors 
and windows. 

A swinging door connects the dining 


“ae so" 
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room and kitchen. Modern tendency 
among better architects has been to 
make the kitchens small and compact, 
thus saving as many steps as possible 
for the hottsewife .The kitchen of this 
house is a fine example of such efficient 
designing. A complete kitchen cabinet 
has been built into one wall, thus elimi- 
nating the n ty for a separate 
work table and at the same time pro- 
viding space for all culinary utenails, 
staple fouds, etc., within arm's reach. 

Only a few steps from the kitchen 
cabinet the range is placed, with the 
sink directly opposite. The pantry is 
close at hand, and is provided with 
shelves reaching to the ceiling. The 
ice box is also located here, and is so 
arrdnged that it may be iced fram the 
outside.

An ironing board has been built into 
the wall next to the sink and is provid-

Hybrid of Many Ancestors. 

An article by Geraldine P. Dilla of 
Waterloo, Ind., in the most recent issue 
of.the Musical Quarterly, ‘ Music- 
Drama, an Art-Form in Four Dimen- 
sions,” grows pessimistic, hyphens and 
all, over the ty of opera. The 
principal point would seem to be that, 
like a three ring circus, there is too 
much for the average spectator to take 
in, There is scenery, there is acting, 
there is a drama in words—though, in 
the manner opera is presented in this 
country, that consideration might as 
well be omitted—and there is music, 
vocal and orchestral.
